United, also a private company, has 
$4,500,000 of capital in excess of tan- 
gible assets. The three municipalities 
together have $2,560.00 more physical 
assets than liab#ties, while the com- 
panies have 0,850,000 more liabilities 
than asses. In addition to the pay- 
ment of regular taxes, just as if they 
were private concerns, the four mu- 
nicipal plants—Glasgew, Manchester. 
Liverpool and the London County 
Council—have paid nearly $4,000,000 
in relief of general taxation. The ben- 
efits of the profits of the municipal 
systems are shared by 6,747,994 persona, 
while the profits of the private com- 
panies are divided between stockhold- 
ers who number less than*s000. 

Discussing the political results of 
municipal ownership in Great Britain, 
Prof. Parsons says: 

“There has been an increase of po- 
litical and social efficiency as well as 
of economic efficiency. Under! the com- 
pany'’s regime, democracy was at a 
discount; popular sovereignty was be- 
low par. The people found they could 
not control their own streets, nor se- 
cure fair treatment of labor in public 
service industries, nor obtain rapid 
transit and other vital improvements on 
reasonable terms. The tramway own- 
ers, with the power of private monop- 
oly in their hands, overruled the wil! 
of the people. The companies behave 
much better now. Not only has the fear 
of speedy municipalization in ease they 
did not satisfy the new standards and 
the educated public sentiment devel- 
oped by municipal operation made a 
strong impression-. on the remaining 
companies, but have also been 
Stimulated by nicipal example to 
do their best a al the advancement 
made by public managements. They 
give more consideration to public 
opinion, and pay more regard to the 
public interest in the conduct of their 
business. But the dominance of pub- 
lic interest, so far as it has been se- 
cured either in public or private sys- 
tems, is in large measure the result of 
the development .of municipal opera- 
tion, For some purposes the power to 
municipalize is almost as effective as 
municipalization itself. Under the pres- 
sure of new standards and an educat- 
ed public sentiment developed by mu- 
nicipal operation in the full publicity 
created by it im respect to all tram- 
Way costs and methods, the present 
companies at their best are managed 


with so much regard and to the com- 


mon interest that a casual observation 
might lead one to thing there is noth- 
ing to be gained by further municipal- 
ization.

ORED FOR OIL, 
FOUN D SULPHUR. 


DEPOSIT HAS TO BE MELTED BY 
SUPER-HEATED WATER. 


Interesting Process by Which the 
Sulphur Deposit in an Old Vol- 
canic Cone Four Hundred and 
Eighty Feet Below the Surface of 
the Ground Is Mined. 


The extraordinary richness and ex- 
tent of the mineral resources of the 
United States are proverbial, and, all 
things considered, in the whole range 
of the mining industry it would be im- 
| Possible to find a deposit which, rela- 
itively, in its richness and purity éx- 
ceeds the sulphur mines of Louisiana, 
These are unique, both in their geo- 
logical formation and in the originality 
jand daring of the methods adopted for 
ithe recovery of the metalloid. 
| The deposits in qtestion are situated 
inear the little town of Lake Charlies, 
}mear the coast of the Gulf of Mexico, 
land close to the border between 
Louisiana and Texas. They belong to 
the Union Sulphur Company, to the 
/untiring patience and inventive skill 
(of whose president, Herman Frasch, 
is due the present ingenious and very 
| successful method of recovery. Be- 
fore proceeding to a description of this 
method, it ig necessary to make clear 
| the character of the deposits and the 
|probable method of their formation. 
The large number of boreholes which 
have been sunk have revealed the 
| presence, at great depth, of a vast ex- 
| tinct geyser, whose operations must 
have ceased far back in geological 
ages, the sulphur layers having been 
deposited in the tertiary age, either 
eocene or miocene, After passing 
down, first through two hundred feet 
' of clay and then through two hun- 
dred feet of quicksand and eighty feet 
/of sand and gravel, the drills revealed 
_the presence of a yast cone or moun- 
‘tain of limestone, approximately oval 
in form, the lip of the cone having a 
width of about two hundred feet, and 
‘the mouth measuring from one-third 
of a mile to one mile across. A por- 
tion of the top of the cone is covered 
bya deposit of broken limestone, which 
|waries in thickness from nothing to 
| 150 feet at the edges. After the drills 
/had penetrated through this overly- 
(ing stripping they entered a huge de- 
posit of sulphur and limestone, con- 
sisting of about 30 per cent, of lime- 
stone and 70 per cent. of pure sulphur. 
Below this was found a deposit of 
gypsum 450 feet in thickness, and un- 
derlying the gypsum is a deposit of 
salt. Surrounding and covering the 
Walls and summit of this cone, with 
its valuable contents, is @ bed of sand. 
The discovery of this mine resulted 
from the efforts of a company which 
was formed in 1868 to search for pe- 
_troleum, the presence of which was in- 
_ dicated by oozgings from the surface of 
the ground. Two years later attempts 
| were made to extract the sulphur 
which the borings for petroleum had 
revealed, but the impossibility of con- 
trolling the abundant sub-surface wa- 
ters of this region, which is almost 
at seq levei, rendered all attempts to 
recover the sulphur by the ular tunis 
mining methods abortive. 


The present successful system "may 
be sald to date from the year 1891, when 
| 
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the first patents on a process for re- 
covering sulphur by liquefaction were 
taken out, and it was 
year 1895 that the inventor succeeded 
in securing the property containing 
this deposit,.and not until seven years 
later that the many difficulties in the 
way of mining the suiphur in this 
novel manner were overcome and the 
process brought te a state of perfec- 
tion which made the new method a 
financial success. The quality of the 
product of the Union Sulphur Com- 
pany is excellent, showing upon analy- 
sis a purity of more than 99 per cent. 

Briefly stated, the sulphur is melted 
by means of superheateg water, which 
is forced down into the deposit 
through iron pipes. The .melted sul- 
phur, being insoluble in water, and of 
greater specific gravity, falls to the 
bottom of the well, whence it is raised 
to the surface by means of an air 
pump. On the surface it' is allowed to 
congeal in the form of huge square 
masses, and subsequently is broken up 
and loaded onto the cars for ship- 
ment. 

The details of the process are as fol- 
lows: A well is drilled tn much the 
same way as for petroleum, to the 
bottom of the sulphur bed. Down this 
well is run a system of pipes, one 
within, the other, until it extends not 
quite to the bottom of the well. The 
outermdst pipe is 10 inches in diam- 
eter; within this is a 6-inch pipe, in- 
side of which is a 3-inch pipe, and 
within that a l-inch pipe. Water, 
heated in a battery of boilers to a 
temperature of 335 deg. Fahrenheit, is 


forced down through the annular space} 


between the 10-inch and the 6-inch 
pipes, and issues through a number of 
perforations in the side at a point two 
or three feet above the bottom of the 
well. 

The water, because of is great heat 
and pressure, forces its way through 
the seams and crevices of the lime- 
stone rock, attacking and melting the 
sulphur, and causing it, because of its 
superior gravity, to drain down to the 
bottom of the well. Here it enters the 
bottom of the pipe through a number 
of perforations, and passes up through 
the annular space between the six- 
inch pipe and the three-inch pipe. 
Normally, the two columns of liquid, 
water and sulphur, would stand in 
equilibrium at different levels, whose 
height would be inversely as their re- 
spective specific gravities, the water 
column being twice as high as the 
| liquid sulphur column; so that when 
the top of the water column was at 
the level of the ground, the top of the | 
liquid sulphur column would be at a 
point half way between the - bottom 
and the top of the pipe. In order to 
bring the sulphur to the surface com- 
pressed air ig forced down throygh 
the one-inch pipe into the liquid sul- 
pher and the density of the latter ts 
thereby reduced, until it is less than 
that of the water, and the mixture of 
sulphur and air rises and flows out in 
a steady stream at the surface. 

From what has been said above, it 
will b¥ understood that the radius of 
action of the hot water, as it issues 
from the bottom of the tube, will be 
dependent upon its pressure and heat. 
That isto say, it will extend through 
the seams and fissures of the lime- 
stone rock, melting out the sulphur, 
just as far and just as long as it can 
maintain its heat above the melting 
point of the sulphur. As the sulphur, 
because of its ter specific gravity, 
drains away to the bottom of the well 
or pump, the water takes its place, 
although, of course, there is a gradual 
subsidence of the ground to fill the 
voids thus produced. From four hun- 
dred to five hundred tons of sulphur 
have been known to flow from a well 
in a single day, this rate being main- 
tained for weeks at a time, and one 
well has actually furnished over 60,000 
tons of sulphur. The wells were sunk 
at distances of fifty to one hundred 
feet from each other, and in this way 
this enormous deposit is being grad- 
ually exploited—[Scientific American.

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EW U.S.LAWS 
ARE IN EFFECT. 


MANY CHANGES IN SALARIES OF 
POSTAL EMPLOYEES. 


Pension Agencies Are to Be In- 
vestigated—More Money Available 
for the Navy--New immigration | 
Law in Effect—Railroads and in- 
dustrial ’Provisions. 


Many important legislative acts by 
the last Congresa become effective 
July 1, the beginning of the govern- 
ment’s fiseal year, says the Washing- 
ton correspondent of the Indianapolis 
News. The Postoffice Department is 
_ particularly interested in the new leg- 
| islation | affecting the postal establish- 
boneg which goes into effect on that 
day. 
| Here are the more important things 
Frovided for: 

Clerks in the offices of the first and 
second class and carriers in the city 
| delivery service will be divided into 
pix grades. 

In the first grade the salary will be 


$600; In the second grade, $800; third 
Srade, $900; fourth grade, $1000; fifth 
$1100; sixth grade, §$izdv. 


On the first day of the month clerks 
and carriers at first-class offices wii! 
| be promoted successively to the ffih 
| Srade, and clerks and carriers at sec- 
| ond-clags offices will be promwted suc- 
| cessively to the fourth grade. Every 

_ Promotion is to be, based on efficiency 
faithfulnses. 

Any clerk will be eligible fcr trans- 
fer to the service of a carrier, and any 
carrier will be eligible for transfer: to 
the service of a clerk. 

RO THE FOURTH GRADE. 

Every city carrier who, on June 30. 
is regularly employed at a salary of 
| $800 a year, will be promoted to the 
fourth grade, at $1000 a year, provided 
there is submitted at the Postoffice 


faithfulness. 

Substitutes may be é¢mployed for 
clerks and carriers at the rate of 20 
cents an hour, and a substitute be- 
comes eligible for appointmen: to the 
first grade. 

Employés in the railway mail service 
are classified and nearly everybody in 
this branch of the service will receive 
an increase of $100. 

Rural letter carriers who cover what 
is known as a full route will receive 
$900 a year, instead of $720. 

The compensation paid the railroads 
for carrying the mails is tc be read- 
arated. and the pay conaidecrably re- 


ot until the | duc 


Postmasters throughout the coun- 
try will begin keeping a record of the 
weight of each class of mail. This 
record is to be kept for a period of six 
raonths. 
sIn making promotions under the new 
legislation the department is being 
guided by the 
postmasters, so far as pestoffice em- 
ployés are concerned, ani of division 
superintendents in dealing with the 
employés in the railway wiall service. 

While the Postoffice Department re- 
ceived a sort of broadside of legisia- 
tion, effective July 1, each of the other 
departments received many important 


orders. 

The Secretary of the Interior, for 
instance, is instructed to make, at the 
beginning of the new year an inquiry 
as to whether it is advisable to aban- 
don the various pension payment 
agencies and arrange to pay diregt 
from Washington. Congrese came near 
abolishing these agencies last winter, 
but finally compromised by directing 
| the Secretary of the Interior to con- 
duct an inquiry. 

Nearly one billion dollars, appropri- 
ated at the last session cf Congress», 
becomes dvailable with the beginning 
of the fiscal year. The Navy Depart- 
ment will have $23.000,.000 more to 
spend than it had during the fiscal 
year just closing, and each of the other 
departments will have “money to 
burn.” 

NEW IMMIGRATION LAW. 

The new immigration law, with the 
exception of the section relating - to 
Japanese coolies, which became effect- 
ive when the act was passed, goes into 
effect with the beginnnig of the new 
fiscal year. It contains many new fea- 
tures designed to bring in a better class 
of immigrants. The head tax is in- 
creased to $4 and the excluded class is 
considerable enlarged. 

The railroads are specially interested 
in the going Into effect on the ist of 
the provision of the rate law which 
authorizes the commission to require 
the railroads to adopt a uniform sys- 
tem of accounting. The law gave the 
commission discretion in the matter of 
nxing a time for putting the provision 
into effect. The first step of the com- 
mission was to devise a system of ac- 
counting that would answer its require- 
ments as well as satisfy in some de- 
gree the railroads. Recently the work 
of devising a system was completed 
and-only the other day the commission 
_ Bove notice that the provision of the 
law will be effected on and after July 1. 

There is yet one provision of the rate 
-bill that will not become effective un- 
til May 1 next year. This is the pro- 
vision requiring railroad companies to 
divest themselves of the ownership of 
coal mines and timber lands. Th 
must cut loose 
by May 1, 1908. 

Another new law in which the rail- 
roads are greatly interested does no 
become effective until the 4th of next 
March. This is the act‘ limiting the 
number of hours railroad employés 
may be worked. Congress gave the 


| 


such ownership 


‘roads one year to readjust their busi- 


ness to the new legislation. 

September 1, this year, the new de- 
natured alcohol law goes into effect. 
»This is the legisiation that authorizes 
the establishment of central denatur- 
ing bonded warehouses other thay 
those at distilleries. The internal rev- 
enue bureau is now preparing rules and 
regulations under the new law, and it 
is the hope and expectation of the gov- 
ernment that the manufacture of de- 
natured, alcohol may take a spurt 
when the new legislation becomes ef- 
fective. Up to this time, the results 
under the denatured alcoho! law have 
been disappointing.

Mr. Cooper, in a letter, vigorously in- 
sists that*Prof. Reniingtan furnish 
proof of hie assertions that “nine 
times out of ten the adulteration is. 
just as wholesome as the original,” 
and that “the adulterations of olive 
oil with cotton seed cil is wholesome 
and easily assimilated.” f 
one Cooper's letter is in part as fol- 

ws: : 


“In your issue of the 16th instant 
are some remarkable statements made 
by Prof. J. P. Remingi¢n with regard 
to food products.” After reciting the 
statements guoted, he continues: 
“These statements are directly in op- 
position to the staiements made by the 
most eminent physicians for more than 
one thousand years. When any s0- 
called professional man declares the- 
ories directly opposed to the theories 
entertained for generations by the most 
eminent men who are supposed to have 
tested their value, he is called upon 
to give the proof. Therefore,.we, the 
olive growers of California, demand of 
the professor Mat he give ‘he proofs.” 
COOPER MILITANTS. 
Mr. Cooper states that proof of the 
fallacy of Prof. Remington's a&ser- 
tions are obtainable by testing the 
food stuffs upon dumb animals. Then 
he adds: “The professor follows these 
statements with a story about a cer- 
tain busfhess where the sweépings of 
the floor containing tobacco and rub- 
bish of a filthy nature were placed in 
a barrel and sold to spicé factories for 
$4 a barrel. 
“A critic would naturally think that 
this joke was merely given to detract - 
attention from the fallacy of what 
preceded. If the adultorators of food 
products wanted to continue their ne- 
farious practice of deceiving the pub- 
lic In order to get M!egitimate gain, 
they could not employ a bettér agent 
than the author of this article in Ths 
Times.” 
Mr. Cvoper concludes as follows: 
‘We demand the proof of the state- 
ments referred to, otherwise we may 
resort to a proceeding that would not 
be pleasant to the professor.” | 
When this communication was shown 
to Prof. Remington in his apartments 
at the Angelus, last night, he laughed 
heartily. “Mr.: Cooper its a large olive 
oll producer. We should not judge him 
harshly,” he said. | 
“However,” continued Prof. Reming- 
ton, “there has been considerable mis- 
understanding of what I really did say 
in the article. Allowing for the dis- 
crepancies which always creep into 
‘copy’ when an interview is taken 
hastily, there were one or two things 
that I would have desired to eliminate, 
know that when [I say that hk cer- 
ain article adulterated’ with a certain’ 
article is not injurious there is bound 
to be a misunderstanding.

MERICAN PROGRESS. 
The Statistical Abstract of the 


United States, recently issued by the 
Bureau of Statistics, of the Depart- 
];ment of Commerce and Labor, is a 
striking panorama of American prog- 
ress. 


From it we learn that our area has 


grown from 1,000,000 square miles in 


1800 to 3,000,000 at the present time; 


and about 3,750,000, if we include, as 
we properly can, Alaska and our in- 
sular possessions. That our popula- 
tion has increased from 5,000,000 in 


1800 to 85,000,000, and, including all 


our non-contiguous holdings, nearly 
100,000,000 are now under the Stars 


and Stripes. Our population per 
square mile in continental United 
States was 6% persons in 1800; 8 in 
1850; 25 in 1900; and nearly 28 at the 
present time. 
Our national wealth of $7,000,000,- 
000 in 1850 is now (1904, latest fig- 
ures) $107,000,000,000, giving a per 
capita of $1310 against $307, not- 
withstanding our enormously in- 
creased population.

MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP. 


HOW IT WORKS OUT. 


By WALTER J. BALLARD. 
The following telegram appeared in 
the Blomington, “Pantagraph,” 
May 15, under a Pekin, Ill., date line: 


“There is much trouble between the 


Mayor and the village board in Tre- 
mont, and the Mayor has threatened 
to shut off the lights unless the board 


confirms the appointments he has 


made.’ This is using “‘municipal own- 


ership” as a poli.ical or partisan club. 


From a close scrutiny of the four- 
teenth annual report for the year end- 
ing January 1, 1907, the municipal elec- 
tric plant of South Norwalk, Ct., ap- 
pears to be conducted with a fair meas- 
ure of success. It supplies a commer- 
cial, as well as a street-lighting serv- 
ice, and in ‘its general superintendent, 
Alb@t E. Wéanchester, has a man of 
exceptional ability, says “Public Serv- 
ice.” The department, after claiming 


to have made allowances for deprecia- 


tion and interest, but none for loss of 
taxes, estimates the average cost per 
lamp per year at $60 for fal moon- 
light schedule service. T would be 
more than $70 fur an all-night every- 
night service. 

The official pay roll of New York City 
has been checked up and 51,146 persons 
found listed thereon. If New York 
owned a few important public utilities 
the number would perhaps be doubled. 
Any practical politician can explain 
the tremendous power of a political 
factor represented in the persons on 
the city pay roll. Personal self-inter- 
est is a mighty thing, and there is sure 
to be a larger or smaller group who 
would like to see Bill keep his job at 
the City Hall. It has been shown re- 
peatedly that civil service is a farce in 
municipal government as a prevent- 
ive against political participation by 
municipal employés. It simply doesn't 
work that way. In that properly lies 
one of the chief objections to munici- 
pal ownership. 


The Chamber of Commerce of Elyria, 


O., June 10, decided to disapprove a/| 


project to establish a municipal light- 
ing plant, and to recommend that the 
City Council enter into a contract with 
a private company for street-lighting 
service, 


Commenting on municipal ownership 
experience at Boston, the Transcript 
of that city says: “For nearly half 
a century the East Boston ferries have 
been one of our municipal burdens and 
problems. Only one year during that 
time has there been a surplus from 
their annual financing. That was in 
1877-78 when at the close of the year’s 
accounting we were ninety-three dol- 
lars and eighty-eight cents ahead. 
The next best showing was in 1880-81, 
when the deficit was only seven hun- 
dred and eighty dollars and twe cents; 
while in all other years the loss has 
been expressed in sums of five and fre- 
quently six figures. The financial 
showing for the operation of these util- 
ities (the ferries, the tunnel, and Nod- 
dle Island) in the municipal year, 
1906-7, is a déficit of $202,775, the larg- 
est in the history of city control, with 


one .exception. The inevitableness of 
this service under existing circum-/ 


stances is something of which the 
practical politician takes largest ad- 
fearon It is a convenient dumping- 
ground fo 

consequence, it is loadéd up with men 


unskilled in the business and not put 
there on their own merits It is, today 


our most impressive lesson in munici- 
pal ownership. Its benumbing influ- 
ence upon public service,\| and the in- 
terests of the community are we 
pointed out by Courtenay Crocker in 
the January number of the Inter-Nation 
wherein he said: “A few working men 
in the United States realize this dan- 
ger point in the municipal ownership 
programme. Some of-those, for in- 
stance, who have lived in Boston and 
have seen a municipal printing plant, 
a municipal ice plant, and municipal 
ferries, know that municipal operation 
means waste and loss, and that these 
mean higher taxes. Higher taxes mean 
driving away capital, less business and 
less demand for labor. They mean 
high rents and high prices, and they 
make slower and more difficult the 
fight for fuller enjoyment, broader op- 
portunities, and greater success."" The 
ferries are a danger signal to warn 


us off the shoals of municipal owner- 


ship. 


At a special election in Shullsburg, 
Wis., in June, voters defeated by a 
majority of six to one a proposal to 
issue $12,000 bonds to build a -munici- 
pal electric plant. 

“Council sells the junk” is the head- 
line to an item in the East Grand 
Forks departmnet of the Grand Forks 
(N. D.) Herald, referring to the dis- 
position of all that was left of the 
municipal electric light plant after it 
suffered partial destruction by fire. As 
the plant had been an economic fail- 
ure it was was decided not to rebuild, 


but to secure service from a private 


company.

MISERLY BEINGS IN 
ABJECT POVERTY. . 


Curious Freaks That Result in the 
Accumulation of Vast Fortunes 
Which Are Ultimately Used for 

Philanthropic Purposes and Benefit

York Samuel Dunlap, an octbgena- 
tian, who although he could any day 
have written a ¢heck for a million and 
Yet have remained rich, lived for forty 
Sears with a housekeeper as sole at- 
attendant, on ‘the expendit«tre—apart 
from drink—of a workingman.
